We have buried a 
poor young fellow whose fate was a hard one. He 
was the nephew of that unfortunate French naval 
officer, M. Cournet, who was assassinated by a 
scoundrel named Barthélemy, at London. The 
family seemed born under an unlucky star. M. 
Aimé Cournet, whom we buried the other day, lived 
by translating English novels into French; but he 
was most cruelly wronged out of his earnings. 
Too poor, too modest, and too obscure to get near 
publishers, he was obliged to give his labors to 
some—I cannot say more fortunate—literary ac- 
quaintance known to publishers. The latter would 
sell the translations for $500 a volume, and he 
would pay poor Aimé Cournet $25! Can you wonder 
the poor fellow died of consumption, and in the 
deepest poverty? Of course he had a wife and 
children ; his misery would not have been complete, 
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|“ As I have my Louvre, it is at least but fair my 
| father should have his Tuileries.” His father died 
| some months ago. I may mention, for a strange 
| circumstance, the night the father died poor Edouard 
Martin woke from his sleep with a start, and leaped 
out of bed, saying: “I hear my father’s voice calling 
me. Quick! quick! let us to Belleville to see him.” 
| The nurse who watched him said : “‘ Why, it is only 
three o’clock in the morning; we can find no car. 
riage at this hour.” “Do vou promise me we will 
go as soonasitisday?” ‘‘Certainly.” He returned 
to bed murmuring: ‘“‘God grant I get there before 
it be too late.” He forgot all about it the next 
morning. He was never told of his father’s death, 
He would sometimes say in a sorrowful tone: “It 
| seems to me it has been a long time since my father 
came tosee me.” His nurse would invariably reply : 
“Why, M. Martin, he was here this morning.” He 
would answer: “It is strange; Ido not remember 
things which occurred five minutes ago.” Edouard 
Martin was born in 1827. He made his first appear- 
ance in print in 1848, by writing one of those tep thou- 
| sand sheets sold during revolutionary agitation. His 
first piece was written for the Théatre Choiseul ; it 
was a fairy piece, “Les Talismans du Diable.” He 
afterwards wrote for the Delassments, the Variétés, 
the Palais Royal, the Vaudeville, and La Cirque; 
but it was not until he became the colaborer of M. 
Eugéne Labiche he wrote his best pieces : “ L’ Affaire 
| dela Rue de Lourcine,” ** Les Petites Mains,’’ “ Les 
Vivacités du Capitaine Tic,” “Les Trente et Sept Sous 
de M. Montaudoin,’’ “ Le Voyage de M. Perrichon,” 
and “Moi.”” The French Emperor generally allowed 
him 1500 f. a year, and the royalty on his plays en-

Buloz, the proprietor and chief editor of that best 
of French periodicals, a man of arbitrary, domineer- 
ing, and bad temper, and worse manners. M. de 
Mars was humble and gentle, and lived in constant 
dread of doing or saying something which might 
compromise the “ Revue” or its proprietor. He was 
a man of delicate literary taste, great acquirements, 
and some talents for writing. He wrote a great 
deal for the “ Revue,” but most of his contributions 
were made to order. He has been for years the 
butt of the ridicule of the petty press, and his 
funeral pall did not preserve his memory from its 
shafts. He was only forty-eight years old. I in- 
formed you two years ago into what a melancholy 
condition Edouard Martin had fallen; he was. be- 
reaved of sight and memory. He has lingered 
these twenty-four months gone in one of our private 
hospitals, gradually sinking into the grave. Death 
came to his relief a few days since. Edouard Martin 
was born in humble station of life, and for many 
years passed as a good but dull fellow. He never, 
even to the last of his life, shone in conversation ; 
but by patience and industry he rose to respectable 
rank as a dramatic author, and threw into his plays 
a sprightliness, vivacity, wit, and life few authors 
here can equal. He had too a wonderful instinct 
of the exigencies of the stage; he knew its arbi- 
trary, singular code thoroughly, and never stumbled 
into forbidden measures. This instinct is rarer, 
even among the French, than is commonly sup- 
posed. A pleasing trait in his character was his love 
for his father. As fortune favored him, his father 
was made more comfortable. When he moved 
from his. garret to an elegant suite of rooms he 


gave his father a cozy suite of rooms on a ground- | 


floor opening into a pleasant garden, and he ‘said:

is, like that of the fable-writers, the motto of these 
charming little festivals.

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS, 


EnGuisn Appreciation or “Our Youne Foiks.””— 
We do not know whether many copies of Messrs. 
Ticknor & Fields’ unequalled juvenile magazine, 
“Our Young Folks,’’ are sent to Great Britain, but 
we should judge that those which do go there are 
highly esteemed, by the use that is made of them 
by ‘the editors and publishers of English books and 
periodicals for young people. 
For instance, the initial article of the first number 
of “Our Young Folks’’—Mrs. Stowe’s ‘‘Hum, the 
Son of Buz”—was immediately taken by Mr. Beeton 
for his “ Annual,” and Mr. Nimmo soon followed 
| suit with two little books of stories, one entirely 
|}and the other principally derived from the first 
volume of the ‘“ Young Folks.” Then the boys’ 
magazines began a series of equally flattering atten- 
tions. The“ Boys’ Journal’’ has drawn very largely 
from its American contemporary, having printed in 
its pages the serials, “‘ Farming for Boys,’’ “ Les- 
sons in Magic,’’ and a number of detached articles. 
And now the “ Boy’s Friend,” determined not to bz 
| behindhand in paying a graceful tribute to trans- 
| Atlantic excellence, has copied two distinctive fea- 
| tures of “* Our Young Folks’’—“ Round the Evening 
| Lamp” and the “ Letter Box”—transferring bodily 
the wood-engraved titles and sundry of the illus- 
| trated rebuses, reprinting a variety of the puzzles, 
land finally appropriating the American editors’ 
addresses to correspondents and contributors ver- 
| batim, literatim, et punctatim, with the exception of 
| two or three verbal changes, which were absolutely 
essential to prevent a discovery of the American 
|origin of the matter. We dare say that other 
| instances might be quoted, but these are enough to 
| show that England is quite as sharp as Yankeedom 
after all in this little matter of appropriating the 
| results of literary labor without acknowledgment ; 
| and though no doubt Messrs. Ticknor & Fields are 
| glad to observe that their enterprise is so valued in 
| England, yet they would probably be quite willing 
to receive the credit of their originality. 

Linpsay & Buakiston, of Philadelphia, have

Postutmous Works or Wasuincton Invinc.—We 
have received advance sheets of the posthumous 
collection of the scattered works of Washington 
Irving, about to be published by Hurd & Houghton 
of this city. It is a pleasure to read such writing 
in the clear and beautiful print and on the deli- 
cately-tinted paper of this edition. The collection 
has been made by Pierre M. Irving, the nephew and 
literary legatee of the author, and embraces such 
works as the author intended to bring together in 
a complete edition of his works, had his life been 
spared. The hitherto unpublished matter has been 
selected from the author’s manuscripts, and the 
papers in the first volume are illustrative of the 
wars between the Spaniards and the Moors. This 
is a vein of writing which Irving never tired of 
following up, and in which his genius was especially 
felicitous. He wrote: “ These old Morisco-Spanish 
subjects have a charm that makes me content to 
write about them at half price. They have so much 
that is high-minded and chivalrous and quaint and 
picturesque, and at times half comic, about them.” 
The stories given in the first volume are: the “ Le- 
gend of Pelayo,” the “Chronicle of Count Fernan 
Gonzalez,” the “Chronicle of Fernando the Saint,” 
and a portion of the “Chronicle of Ommiades.”’ 
These stories were left by the author in a partially 
unfinished state, and his nephew and editor wisely 
has left them as they were. Besides the stories 
above mentioned, some others, which have already 
been published, have been included in the first 
volume. They are the “ Legend of Dan Roderick,” 
the “ Legend of the Subjugation of Spain,” and the 
“ Legend of Count Julian and his Family”—forming 
part of the Crayon Miscellany. These have, how- 
ever, been so long out of print that the editor is 
right in assuming the propriety of republication.

Messzs. Tropyer & Co., of London, have made 
arrangements with the author of the “ History of 
Rationalism,” lately published in New York by 
Messrs. Scribner & Co., for an English edition of 
that work.

bably be found in the editorial chair of a Lond 
newspaper, and that he formerly edited a Review 
which we regret to say is now discontinued. B 
early life the gentleman in question was a Unite

| family of that denomination ; later in life his view
